Quoting a 'prominent educa­ 
tor" who laid recently that bar­ 
gains sought In education are 
"subsidized" by thone who could 
least afford It the teachers," 
the steel executive explained 
that "if, in seeking bargains, we 
have failed to got. quality in edu­ 
cation, fine good reason may ho 
because we have failed to reward 
excellen'ce in teaching and have 
failed to hold out excellence as 
a goal for the student."

Drawing a parallel between 
this situation and a similar onr 
in"Industry, Worthin<gton pointed 
out that many times demands by 
union leaders for wage Increases 
are based not on better perform­ 
ance, but on the fact that a rival 
union leader got more for his 
memtxrs in another industry.

Thus, "we see rigid salary and 

wage scaled and seniority rules 
and restriction* under which It 
is nearly impossible to reward 
better performance or penalize 
bad," he continued.

"Because we have tended to 
reward men equally, I feel we 
have caused them to perform 
equally. As a result, this nation 
is slipping into acceptance of a 
mediocre level of work," he em­ 
phasized.

To rectify this situation, the 
speaker called for a general 
overhaul of our monetary and 
other incentives for superior per­ 
formance.
